expedition, that iu thn month oE April, 
ISM, a large fleet composed of five preat 
iron olacls and some ten transports.among 
tho latter being tho ill-fated John War- 
ner, whose military oomraender was the 
present editor of 
tho Gazette, started 


from Alexandria tor Shreveport, 
When 


the squadron and tho steamboats passed 
the rapids at llexandria on their way up 
the river there was a high stapro of water 
and no diflioulty was experienced. But 
several days after, wheu tho battles of 
Pleasant Hill and Mansfield compelled 
General Banks to retreat, the lleet was 
ordered to return to Alexandria, but 
when that city was reached, tho water 
had become eo low that it -was impossi- 
ble to take the steamboats over tho rap- 
ids, to say nothing of tho great iron 
olads. 
The rebels woro pressing our 


army and several times had made seri- 
ous attacks 
upon 
tbe 
fleet, 
and 


Admiral Porter and ^General Banks 
were anxious to reach tho Mississippi, 
To abandon the ileet at Alexandria would 
be to lose millions ot dollars worth of 
property in tho shape ot rations and ves- 
sels, and there was not a prominent en. 
gineer in the entire army that could 
answer the question as to how the great 
fleet could be saved. 


Finally Captain Bailey, ot the Fourth 


Wisconsin cavalry, who WPS with tho ex- 
pedition, volunteered to save the fleet 
The engineers of Back's army thought 
him crazy, for he was only a farmer 
when ho -went into the service. 
But ho 


was a practical man, and as an experi- 
ment 3,000 men wore detailed to build 
Bailey's dam. He worked 1,000 men at a 
time changing forces every eight hours, 
working nights aa 
well as 
in day 


time. He dammed the river which was 
Y30 feet wide, with trees, recks, brush 
and dirt, and the rebels laughed and 
Banks's engineers sneered at tho work. 
But Bailey kept on and performed the 
most wonderful and valuable piece of 
engineering during tho war. In less than 
a week fvjm tho time he began work, 
tbat long line ot vessels, including the 
iron-olads, went plunging through the 
chute ot tho dam and every vessel was 
saved. It was a grand piece of engin- 
eering, but what did Bailey got for it? 
He got a brevet biigadier generalship 
which was worthless to him, a sword
